Cemetery Where Haym Salomon Lies Restored 


By HARRY HOFFMAN 
PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — For 
years, a tiny cemetery lay al- 
most forgotten in the center of 
the city—a tangled jungle ‘of 
Weeds, shrubbery and_ refuse. 
Today, 218-year-old Mikveh Is- 
Tael Cemetery, the first burial 
“€tounds to be used by Philadel- 
Phia’s Jewish community, again 
thas the spiritual dignity and 
beauty of its past. 
1 Restoration of the 127-by-30- 
foot cemetery at Eighth and 
Spruce Sts. was begun in August, 
$1956, after President Eisenhower 
signed legislation designating it 
‘as a unit of Independence Na- 
‘tonal Historical Park. 
| EARLIER that- year the city 
had designated the cemetery as 





;® shrine, authorizing $5000 for 
‘Ma upkeep. 


During a tour of the shrine 
recently, Theodore Quay, land- 
scape artist of Mt. Holly, N. J., 
who has directed the restoration, 
recalled: 

“You could barely see through 
the gate when I first came here. 
It was a tiny jungle in the heart 
of the city; a derelict forgotten 
in the passing years.” 

Now, a visitor to the shrine 
finds the gate opening onto a 
graceful patio of block. The 
cemetery is still surrounded by 
its original brick wall. 

A PLAQUE in the cemetery 
commemorates Haym Salomon, 
Revolutionary War financier, 
who is buried nearby. Along the 
western wall, a tiny path ex- 
tends the full length of the 
ground. It ends at the grave of 
Salomon’s wife, Rachel. 





Midway in its course, the path 
separates the first and last 
gravestones placed in the cem- 
etery. 

The first is the grave of Na- 
than Levy, Philadelphia merchant 
who brought the Liberty Bell to 
America. It was Levy who ob- 
tained the first land grant for 


tthe cemetery in 1740. 


The last is the grave of Miss 
Josephine Etting, of Baltimore, 
who was buried there after hold- 
ing a family plot reservation for 
nearly 50 years after the ceme- 
tery was closed officially. 

The Rev. Leon H. Elmaleh, 
minister emeritus of Mikveh Is- 
rael congregation, has _ located 
records of 361 burials. However, 
he believes unmarked graves of 
the cemetery’s early decades may

“This I can’t understand as a 
Jew,” he commented. “Jews be- 
lieve in integrated schools 
though we have more to lose 
than the Southern whites. We 
have proved that we can go to 





integrated schools and not inter- 
marry in large numbers.” 

RABBI ADELMAN revealed 
that an unexpected by-product 
of the school integration tragedy 
is the establishment of Jewish 
day schools in the South. In 
Newport News, Va., 600 Jewish 
families started a day school this 
fall as a result of the closing of 
public schools. 

Rabbi Adelman had another 
project which never got off the 
ground. He proposed that B'nai 
B'rith and the Anti-Defamation 
league sponsor scholarships for 
Southern white and Negro high 
school graduates to attend col- 
lege in the North. 

“SPREAD these homecoming 
college graduates of both races 
over the entire South,” said the 
BMH rabbi, “and you have a 
generation of leaders who would 
lick the integration problem with 
knowledge, understanding and 
experience of working together 
with people of all races and re- 
ligions. It would be simple, and 
the money donated by BB for 
the scholarships would be the 
best investment ever made.”

Not So Great Expectations for Israel 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—Now that Rosh Hashana and the holi- 
day season are almost past, I can put down on 
paper the following set of serious!y considered pre- 
dictions of events which I believe will come to pass 
in Israel between now and next Rosh Hashana. The 
curious or skeptical reader may clip this column, 
and put it aside for checking next 
year. I shall render a public ac- 
counting next year in any event. 

1. There will be a partial lift- 
ing ot military rule over Arabs 
in Israel, and life will be made 
considerably easier for these citi- 
zens of the State. 

2. Another rich oi] field will 
be found. The country will also 
be on the eve of success in ex- 
ploiting underground gas deposits. 
investment in Israel industry

%. AMERICAN 
will increase markedly, partly as a result of a new 
campaign, and partly because of the splendid record 
of dividends paid by existing companies operating 


with foreign capital. 

4. There will be further easing of the unofficial 
ban on German. The Philharmonic Orchestra will 
for the first time play music by German composers, 
and the radio too will break its boycott of German. 

5. ABBA EBAN will return to Israel after an 
absence of 11 years, and will run for the Knesset. 


He will become a minister of the new government 
after. the elections. 

6. More large scale immigration to Israel will 
be resumed from countries behind the Iron Curtain. 

7. ISRAEL WILL revéal that it is now in pos- 
session of a highly important instrument of na- 
tional defense, vital to security of its coasts and 
shipping. 

8. Israel's cotton crop will produce very nearly 
the total amount needed for local consumption. 

9. VIGOROUS: ATTEMPTS will be made to in- 
terest the youth of Israel in baseball, but without 
any major success. Israeli youth will still prefer 
soccer, basketball and the other sports which are 
popular here. There are psycho'ogical impediments 
to popularization of baseball which proponents do 
not realize. 

10. Announcement will be made of the pro- 
posed setting up of an atomic reactor, but not yet 
for the production of power. 

11. THE DISPUTE over “Who is a Jew?” will 
erupt even more violently, and will be marked by 
vigorous polemical exchanges between the reli- 
gious and the secular elements in the state. 

12. Israel will establish important relations 
with one or more Asiatic-African states, similar to 
its relationship with Burma and Ghana. 

13. THE ISRAEL pound will be devalued. 

14. The elections next year will not bring a 
conclusive victory to any one party. There will be a 


relative increase in strength of the left wing parties, 
principally at the expense of the Mapai. 

15. RELATIONS WITH our Arab neighbors are 
difficult to predict in detail because they depend on 
factors beyond Israel’s immediate control. If there 
are no major changes beyond our borders, such as 
an overthrow of the government in Jordan, there 
will be nothing more than the usual occasional border 
incidents, spasmodic infiltration, and complaints be 
fore the United Nations authorities. 

16. Israel’s leading export item, citrus fruit, will 
hit an all-time record high for the state. 

17. A MAJOR industrial enterprise, highly publi- 
cized, will be revealed as a tragic failure. The usual 
quota of alibis, explanations and reasons will be 
offered, after preliminary attempts to hide the fail- 
ure will be exposed. 

18. Israel will announce that it is appointing one 
or more Arabs to positions of importance in the 
government, very possib!y in the diplomatic service 
overseas. 

19. THE DESIRE on the part of thousands of 
Israelis for a form of religious expression other 
than strict Orthodoxy will find an outlet in the 
formation of more smaljl groups practicing a de- 
vout but more liberal form of Judaism. 

20. Attempts to create a “Labor Front” of the 
political parties will fail, Jargely because of different 
points of view on such subjects as relations with 
the West, and attitude toward the Arabs.

IS DIASPORA LIFE DOOMED? 
ISRAELI WRITER SAYS YES 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—The im- 
placable belief of the Israelis 
that disaster will come to the 
Jews of the Diaspora, was re- 
peated here in a reply by a col- 
umnist of the Jerusalem Post 
to a complaint by an American 
tourist to Israel. 

THE TOURIST, Pauline Ost- 
roff of Pittsburgh, wrote to the 
paper to tell of her shock at the 
discourtesy of the Israelis dur- 
ing the World Congress of Jew- 
ish Educators here. 

Asserting that the audience 
was the rudest she had ever 
witnessed, the writer said that 
they scoffed, laugheq aloud and 
walked out while a speaker was 
presenting a talk on a typical 
program of American congrega- 
tional schools. 

SHE THEN explained why “it 
is not a simple thing to remain 
a Jew in a Christian atmos- 
phere” and asserted that there 
“is much that we impose upon 
our children.” She _ described 
what every U. S. Jewish educa- 
tor knows, how tired are the 
children, worn out by a full day 
of school, who attend Jewish 
schools for an additional two 
hours. 

The answer to the letter came 
two days later in the front-page 
column by Sraya Shapiro, who 
wrote that “this writer is one 
who does not believe there is a 
country on this earth where 
Jews might not be faced at some 
time or other with the alterna- 
tive of leaving or being an- 
nihilated.” 

SHAPIRO added that “a threat 
of peaceful annihilation attempt-

Shapiro concluded that “the 
only help this Israeli can offer 
io an American is to advise him 
to come over here .. .” 


France Chief Rabbi 
Pushes Reburial Plan 


PARIS ~— Despite world-wide 
shock and protests at the pro- 
posal for exhuming and rebury- 
ing the Jewish bodies of French 
dead at Bergen Belsen, Chief 
Rabbi Jacob Kaplan has issued 
a statement explaining his es- 
pousal of the action. 

Rabbi Kaplan said the pro- 
poseq reburial had been ap- 
proved by Israeli rabbinate last 
July. 

He added that he felt his poste 
tion was correct because the 
existing situation “is a shame 
to all Jews.”

LONDON (P-O) — Large at- 
tendances were reported from 
synagogues all over London for 
the New Year services. 

PERHAPS the saddest service 
was at London’s Great Syna- 
gogue. 

This is the last Rosh Hashana 
service to be held at Britain’s 
cathedral synagogue. Regular 
services have been held on this 
site since 1690. 

In 1941 the edifice which was 
constructed in 1722 was ¢e- 
stroyed by enemy action and a 
femporary building was: erected 
jn its place. The site has now 
been acquired by the Corpora- 
tion of the City of London. 

The congregation will move 
to a new horfie in Adler Street, 
which is named after a previous 
chief rabbi. Among the wards 
ens of the Great Synagogue is 
Mr. Edmund de Rothschild, who 
follows the family tradition. 

THE CHIEF RABBI, Dr. Ts- 
yael Brodie preached at the 
Great Synagogue on both days. 

* 

The largest congregation was 
mustered by the West London 
(Reform) Synagogue. In addi- 
tion to the thousand congre- 
pants in its beautiful edifice 
close by Marble Arch, there wes 
an overflow service for 2,700 in 
the Central Hall, Westminster, 
the headquarters of the Meth- 
odists. 

THERE SERVICES were con- 
ducted by a young Australian, 
Mr. John Levi, who is on vaca- 
tion from the Hebrew Union 
College, Cincinnati. He is a 
member of one of the oldest 
Australian Jewish families which 
for four generations has been 
active in the communal life of 
Melbourne Jewry. 

At the Liberal Jewish Syna- 
gogue the address was given by 
Prof. Sheldon Blank of the He- 
brew Union College, Cincinnaii. 
In addition to synagogues, Town 
llalls, cinemas, and church halls 
were utilized. 

AT THE Children’s Synagogue 
ef the Hendon Synagogue three 
consecutive services were ar- 
ranged to accommodate all the 
youthful worshipers.

Britain’s most recent High 
Court Judge who is a member 
of a well-known Jewish family 
is making a sensational name 
for himself.

With Lord Samuel, Lord Co 
hen is regarded as one of the 
two outstanding English Jews. 
A member of the first family 
of English Jewry, he has held 
high offices in Communal] affaiis 
and his advice is sought on 
communal matters. Mr. Justice 
Karminski is president of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, the 
premier Jewish welfare body in 
Britain. Both he and Lord Co- 
hen are Reform Jews. 

DARK AND handsome, he is 
an impressive figure in his 
robes. He tried the men accused 
of starting the racial riots in 
London. He delivered a judg- 
ment which stirred the nation: 
“Everyone, irrespective of the 
color of their skins, is entitled

‘Friend of Workingman’ Dies

A phenomenon as a person and 
a phenomenally hypnotic orator 
was Rudolph Rocker, who died 
recently, aged 86. 

A gentile, he made Yiddish 
his spoken language and wrote 
books in it and 
lectured in it 
magnetically. 
A onetime So- 
cialist and the- 
oretical anarch- 
ist, and disciple 
of Peter Kro- 
potkin, he was 
essentially a 
friend of the 
working man, 
editing newspapers for them in 
England and speaking to them 
everywhere. 

Besides Yiddish he knew He- 
brew, and the Day-Journal’s A. 
Glantz remembers him, 50 years 
ago in London, lecturing to a 
group of laboring men about the 
poetry of the great poet Rosen- 
feld. After keeping his listeners 
spellbound for a _ spell, Rocker 
suddenly stopped and said: “Read 
your writers, Jewish workers... 
They will help you strive to a 
lovelier existence.” 

Loveliness and hope, _ these 
were the hallmark of Rocker’s 
career, eulogizes Glantz. 


Man Who Compiled Mishna 
Seen as Religious Liberal 

The man who compiled the 
Mishna was a religious liberal, 
writes Zvi Cohen in the Forward. 

The Mishna man was the great 
Rabbi Judah Ha-Nasi (the Lead- 
er) known simply as “Rabbi.” 
Exceedingly powerful, he was 
greatly learned and the most lib- 
eral thing he did was to put 
into writing the statements of 
the Bible commentators which 
were not supposed ever to be 
reduced to writing at all. But 
he did not want their sage words 
to be forgotten; so he broke the 
tradition of the Tora She B’al 
Pe (the Oral Law), concluding 
the work in the third century of 
this era. 

Judah’s other liberal acts were 
the abolition of some taxes as- 
sociated with temple sacrifices 
and the introduction of the calen- 
dar as a way of reckoning the 
holidays (instead of ocular, lun- 
ar methods),

He also wanted to put an end 
to shmita and fasting on Tisha 
B’Av, but the more Orthodox of 
his day stopped him. 

‘Only in America’ Applies 
Also to Golden’s Career 

The Harry Golden saga de- 
lights the Forward’s S. Regens- 
berg, and he tells his readers 
that the title of the book, “Only 
in Amreica,” aptly applies to the 
Golden career, which has even 
been enhanced by the confession 
about a Onetime prison sentence 
and the resultant vote of confi- 
dence led by such men as Sand- 
burg, Stevenson, ete. 

Regensberg retails the entire 
Golden story, and includes a few 
Forward angles: 1) Golden’s 
father was once a porter at the 
Forward, and 2) The sage of 
Charlotte has often declared his 
love for the Forward. 

Split Up of Solel Boneh 
Lauded and Pooh-Poohed 

Pinchas Lavon, general secre- 
tary of the Histadrut, received 
the backing of the Mapai (the 
political side of the Histadrut 
coin) in his insistence that the 
Solel Boneh, huge Histadrut af- 
filiate, be divided up into three 
parts, one for building, one for 
industry, and one for harbors. 

The fight was an intense one, 
with Hillel Dan, known as the 
Solel Boneh “czar” fighting hard 
for his hegemony. But Lavon 
won because he persuaded his 
group that the Solel Boneh was 
getting unwieldy and too inde- 
pendent. 

David Flinker tells the entire 
story in the Day-Journal and in 
the same paper B. Z. Goldberg 
pooh-poohs the Lavon plan. Gold- 
berg believes it is designed to 
allay the disinclination of private 
investors to go into business in 
Israel. But, says, Goldberg, in- 
vestors will come in if they are 
devoted to the Jewish state; if 
they’re not, the new plan will 
provide little extra inducement.

OLD TESTAMENT THEOLOGY, 
by Ludwig Kohler, $4.50 (West- 
minster). 

It is pleasant to read an Old 
Testament commentary by a 
Christian theologian that does 
not intrude his dogmas into 
every page. Prof. Kohler has no 
compunctions about differing 
from Paul, and he will not ac- 
cept as Old Testament-inspired 
the ideas of original sin and 
many other poorly derived Chris- 
tological notions. 

Only on the last pages does he 
yield to Christian messianic at- 
titudes. For the rest he has 
provided full information on 
God, His nature, names, activi- 
ties, revelation, His judgments, 
and His immanence in Man— 
all based upon a most scholarly 
reading of the Bible and its crit- 
ics. 

If only as a linguistic study, 
his book merits wide reading and 
acceptance by all theologs. 

The translation from the Ger- 
man, by A. S. Todd, is excellent. 
One can only wish that Kohler 
had read the Jewish commen- 
taries and the Midrash for fur- 
ther enlightenment. 


I AND THOU, by Martin Buber, 
$1.75 (Scribners). 

For decades Buber’s treatise 
on the relationship between man 
and God as a Person, and with 
all creation, has been classicized 
by men of all religions. The pre- 
sent excellent reprinting again 
brings to modern __ theologic 
thought the mutuality that is 
“the ground and meaning of our 
existence,” and Buber’s major 
concept that God “enters into a 
direct relation with us men in 
creative, revealing, and redeem- 
ing acts, and thus makes it pos- 
sible for us to enter into a di- 
rect relation with him.” The 
translator, pious Christian Ron- 
ald Gregor Smith, finds the 
author’s “revolutionary simplic- 
ity” indicated in the teachings 
of his own Jesus. 

JUDAISM IS THE RELIGION 
OF THE FUTURE, by Lew's 
I. Dublin, $2.00 (1647 Park 
Place, Brooklyn 33, N. Y.). 
A layman, and engineer, has 

written an informed apologia 
for his faith, contrasting its 
simple virtues with other relig- 
ions, defending tradition, and 
proclaiming the ultimate  tri- 
umph of Jewish ethics and 
modes of life in the mind of 
man. He also reveals the in- 
eptitudes of Christological theo- 
logy.

Services Are Held 
As Tora Is Borrowed 

FT. WALTON BEACH, Fila. 
(PO)—High Holy Days services 
were held at Ft. Eglin near here, 
although at one point it looked 
as if the Jewish personnel 
would have to go elsewhere this 
year. 

When the National Jewish 
Welfare Board withdrew its 
chaplain, it followed the only 
procedure it can, and he took 
with him, the base’s Tora. 

Capt. Herbert Sunshine, who 
is president of the Jewish com- 
munity here, wrote to Rabbi M. 
H. Eichenstein of the Vaad Hoeir 
of St. Louis, who loaned a Tora 
to the air base for the High 
Holy Days. 
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CORRUPT POLITICS 


YOU HAVE to be a ruthless politician on the lowest 
level to countenance what the National Executive Commit- 
tee of the Zionist Organization of America has done in Seek- 
ing to deprive the membership of the organization of its in- 
herent right to choose its own officers. 

The National Executive Committee (P-O, Sept. 26) over- 
stepped its right when it voted to endorse the draft Neumann 
movement, 


IT IS PERFECTLY all right for a group of supporters 
of President Emanuel Neumann to seek to elect him for a 
third consecutive term, despite a constitutional amendment 
against such a step, but for the executive body of the ZOA 
to participate in such action is political corruption of the 
meanest sort. 

This means the ZOA is bankrupt, and if Dr. Neumann 
does not disassociate hmiself from the NEC’s action, there is 
no hope for the ZOA in the hands of its present ruling 
hierarchy. 

THE NEC is the ruling body of the ZOA during conven- 
tions. It has no prerogatives whatsoever in connection with 
the upcoming election, and its own proper course would 
have been to steer clear of any partisan movement which 
involves the selection of officers. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT from the ZOA press depart- 
ment listed the names of the presidents of regions who sup- 
ported the draft, specifying that these men took the action 
as individuals, It listed Rabbi Joseph Sternstein, who was 
just elected to head the Ohio Valley Region. 

At the time Rabbi Sternstein was elected to this office, 
the annual convention of the Ohio Valley Region voted to 
oppose the change in constitution which would enable Dr. 
Neumann to succeed himself again. 

The way in which the announcement was made shows 
the depths to which unscrupulous men will stoop. This was 
downright dishonesty. 

THE ZOA PRESS announcement conveniently over- 
looked this action of one of the strongest regions in the or- 
ganization, although it stated the views of one man in that 
region. 

If this is not dishonest, and if this does not clearly indi- 
cate that the draft Neumann movement is being engineered 
by men who have no regard for the rank and file of the 
membership of the Zionist Organization of America, then 
something is wrong with the entire concept of ethics. 


2 RABBIS SPEAK OUT 


-THE VOICES of two rabbis have been raised against the 
failure of the Jewish community to hold high its strong 
adherence to Jewish ethics and deterioration of Jewish 
family life. 

Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, chancellor of the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of America, was not speaking to Jewish 
business men when he paraded a telling list of vile practices 
in the American business world. But neither was he ex- 
cepting Jewish business men either. 

RABBI SAUL WHITE, of San Francisco, on the other 
hand aimed his barbed comment directly at Jews, who he 
said were succumbing to the worst features of upper middle 
class life. He said we were making things too easy for 
youngsters, depriving them of the will and the thrill to fight 
and win for the desirable things of life. 

This kind of straight talk is a bit out of the usual, but 
it most certainly is needed medicine at this juncture of 
American Jewish history. 

THERE ISN’T much sense in perpetuating Jewish life 
if the values that make Jewish living something that raises 
people above the common herd are lost. Why uphold Juda- 
ism, if its precepts to do justly and love mercy are exchanged 
for an inglorious and no-holds -barred race after the dollar? 


THESE ARE NEEDED FIRST 


WE CAN SEE that neither Samuel Margoshes nor 
Morris Margulies read The POST and OPINION, for in 
Margoshes’ daily column in The Day-Journal, Margulies de- 
livers one of those impassioned Zionist appeals which 
almost take the hair off of your head. 

He wants to marshall the American Jewish community 
into a consumer organization for Israel products. 

HE IGNORES the valid economic argument presented 
here (P-O, Sept. 12) for the implementation of a strict qual- 
ity control and an intelligent market analysis in order to 
avoid the twin evils of sending inferior merchandise to the 
American market, or sending summer shoes for sale in 
August or tight fitting women’s dresses when the style hap- 
pens to be the very opposite and so on. 

Appealing to the good will of a Jewish housewife will 
mean only the first-time sale. All the good will in the world 
will not move an American Jewish woman, strongly Zion- 
istic as she may be, to buy a food item manufactured in 
Israel if the quality is inferior, nor a dress or a sweater or 
a pair of gloves that are the wrong styles, clumsily made or 
ill-fitting. 

ISRAEL NEEDS American Jewry to support her by 
buying her products, but there is a right way and a wrong 
way, and the Margoshes-Margulies way of beating the drums 
for Jewish support is doomed to disappoint the two pro- 
moters, the Israelis and the American consumers.

Vex FOLLOW a procedure in our editorial 
depariment, which some of you readers may 
like to participate in. 

Each week, afier the paper has_ been 
printed, the editorial department staff makes 
a thorough analysis of every major news 
article in the paper. 

WE MARK EACH news item from 0 to 
100 on the basis of how many of the readers 
would, in our opinion, read the article in ques- 
tion. If every reader would read the article— 
obviously hardly probable although possible— 
then we would mark it 100. If we think about 
One out of two would read it, then we give the 
item a 50 rating, and so forth. 

So if you still have last week’s paper 
around, and would like to compare your own 
rating of stories, with ours, here are the 
figures. 

ON PAGE ONE, the item about the Ortho- 
dox rabbi asking the Israel rabbinate to make 
Judaism livable was marked 75, as a!so the 
adjacent item about the Arabs objecting to an 
Israeli flag at an international conference, 
which therefore adjourned to another hall. The 
top figure of the issue, 90, went to the item 
about the 7-year-old Israeli lass who was 
brought to the Brooklyn Jewish Hospital for 
a heart operation. 

Still on the front page, the ZOA Council 
endorsing Emanuel Neumann for a third term 
as president, was rated only 45, and this may 
require some explanation. The rating is never 
computed on the basis of how important the 
Story is, but only on how many readers out of 
a fictional 100 would read the story. 

SO AN ORGANIZATIONAL fight such as 
the one now going on in the ZOA would prob- 
ably not interest, in this writer’s opinion, even 
half of our readers, whereas a heart-tugging 
story about a child being rushed to America 
from Israel to save her life finds tears in every 
mother’s eye and the men, hastily thinking in 


terms of their own children or grandchildren, 
also brush away an incipient tear, 

To get on, the article about the Orthodox 
youngsters singing Jewish prayers unabashedly 
in the dining room of the Queen Mary was 
tabbed 70, with Rabbi Saul White’s warning 
about the inroads of prosperity on American 
Jewish life, rated 60. The item about the high- 
est sukka in Israel got an 80. 


PAGE TWO FOUND the Yom Kippur 
boxing match postponement rated 90, and the 
Los Angeles school opening conflict 60. Page 
three, the two items about teens going steady 
were marked 85, the advice on how to become 
a duke 80 and the Jewish judge being too 
lenient, 70. 

Of the three stories on page four, the anti- 
Zionist editor gleefully hoping that immigra- 
tion to Israel will slacken off to a trickle wag 
marked 50 and the two stories above and next 
to it, 60 each. 

PAGE FIVE showed a 60 for the fight in 
Australia over the projected Orthodox- 
Reform cemetery. On page six, we gave 85 
to the sports story about Sandy Pomerantz 
(here we use the criterion not of all our read- 
ers, but only those who are sports fans) and 
7 to the British Jewish MP barred from 
Jordan. 

On the following page, the feature article 
about hydroponics in Israel was judged at 80, 
which brings us to the final page where the 
blind girl leading services was marked 80 and 
the Reform services in Israel being led by the 
intellectuals, 60. 

We'd be glad to have you compare your 
judgements with ours, and maybe you’ll teach 
us something or point out a _ consideration 
which has escaped us. We use this system for 
a purpose—to lead us to better selection of 
news and feature stories, so any comments 
will be most welcome.

End of 
a Cycle

The season is at its climax. While a new 


blade of grass or a well protected fresh green 
leaf, reminiscent of the spring, can be detected 
here and there, most of the leaves bear the 
crisp markings of the summer heat; yellow and 
sere they have been relaxed by the sun. 
They seem most willing to 
glide on the wings of the 
wind to provisional heca- 
tombs before they are swept 
into the sea or bedded deep in 
the humus of Mother Earth. 

In their delicate veins 
they seem to anticipate the 
long brooding winter sleep. 
They are not afraid. 

Let storm winds blow; 
let the rain turn to sleet; let

the fluffy white blanket of snow freeze into a 
dirty grey sheet of ice. They are not afraid. 


THEY WELCOME their destiny with a 
blaze of sunset colors. They sing a lusty swan 
song to the executioner wind, having nature’s 
confidence in the resurrection and the life, cer- 
tain in the deeps of their chlorophyll cells that 
spring will renew their lease on life. 

They seem to have heard the promise God 
made to Noah after the flood: “While the 
earth remaineth, seedtime and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night shall not cease.” 

The Tora cycle is also at its climax. 

On Simhat Tora we complete the reading 
of the five books of Moses. 

From Nebo’s height, where Moses ascended 
to look across the Jordan to the Promised Land, 
we look down upon the vista of the years, roll 
the scroll backwards and remember the three 
beginnings: the creation of the universe in 
Chapter One of Genesis, the birth of Judaism 
with Abraham in Chapter 12 of Genesis, and 
the dawn of freedom for the Jewish people in 
Chapter 12 of Exodus. 

WE WATCH the orderly creation of the 
world in six consecutive steps—all according 
to schedule, faithful to the blueprint of the 
Master Architect of the universe. 

Then we watch the people Israel try to 
gain its freedom from tyranny without and 
chaos within. This was not so orderly. This 
did not move according to schedule. How. they 
blundered and stumbled and backslid; how 
they went a-whoring after strange gods and 
a-worshipping of the golden calf! 

Through what Red Seas of suffering, 


through what blistering deserts of disappoint- 
ment their abstinate hearts led them! But 
finally, under the leadership of Moses, they 
won freedom within order, the discipline of 
mature men under law. 


WHAT A MASTER strategist was this 


_ man Moses? What a galaxy of virtues were 


compounded in him! Whatever talent or genius 
he needed to accomplish his purpose, he seemed 
to have developed: teacher, general, law 
maker, judge, midwife, planner, provider, psy- 
chologist—all these he was and more, And now 
after more than 40 years of leadership, after 
draining the taste for flesh pots of Egypt out 
of the sou's of the people, after impianting 
within them a love for freedom, after devel- 
oping the law of Tora as a tree of life for 
the people, he receives the call to take his 
leave of them, to be gathered to his fathers 
with the kiss of death. 

He goes willingly. He, too, sings a swan 
song in those masterly exhortations that oc- 
cupy the Book of Deuteronomy—the book of 
repetition. 

AS THE LEAVES put on their most bril- 
liant color before the wind escorts them to 
the grave, so did Moses summon the impacted 
wisdom of his years, the rich life blood of his 
experience to weave with inspired words the 
design for eternal life for Israel: 

Behold I set before you this day a 
blessing and a curse... choose to do good, 
eschew evil... open thy hand to the 
poor, remember the stranger, let there be 
one law for the home-born and for the 
stranger ... keep a just measure and a 
just weight ... honor thy father and thy 
mother... observe the Sabbath—both man 
and beast... do not kill, or lie, or steal, 
or covet but love thy neighbor as thyself 
. . - for this commandment which I com- 
mand thee is not too hard for thee, 
neither is it far off .. . but the word is 
very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and 
in thy heart, that thou mayest do it.” 

These were the commandments. which 
Moses repeated over and over again, in 
slightly different nuance and different context 
until he felt that he had written them on 
the tablets of the heart of each Jew. And 
these are the truths which we repeat year after 
year in the Tora reading of the synagogue. 
We will have hardly finished the 34th chapter 
of Deuteronomy than we will swing back and 
start the cycle all over again—“In the be- 
ginning .. .”

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SAYS MANY BRITISH JEWS 
TURNING FROM ORTHODOXY

Rabbi Cassell reported that he 


is the first progressive rabbi in 
Rhodesia, that his congregation 
is an active one and has so far 
attracted most of Rhodesian 
Jewry. 

You may also consider the fact 
that more and more of our breth- 
ren are turning away from an 
extreme Orthodox way of wor- 
ship and join in great numbers 
the liberal branches of British 
Jewry. This, incidentally, causes 
a great need for more reform 
rabbis in England, a need, which 
is being met through the Leo 
Baeck institute and its training 
program for liberal rabbis.

‘Kosher’ Jews Do Not Want. 
To be Singled Out at Functions 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

Arthur Non (P-O, Sept. 19) 
objects to “forcing kashrut or 
others.” He states that “if Orth- 
odox Jews requested kosher 
meals for themselves at Jewish 
functions, they would be served 
kosher meals. Instead they de- 
mand that everyone eat kosher 
because of them.” 

NOT ONLY Orthodox Jews 
but also some _ Conservative 
Jews rightfully make this de- 
mand. They do appreciate the 
trouble taken by non-Jews at a 
gathering predominantly non- 
Jewish to provide those who so 
desire with kosher meals. At a 
Jewish gathering for a Jewish 
cause, Jews who are strictly 
kosher should not be made to 
feel that special favors are be- 
stowed upon them as “old feg- 
eys” by the “liberal,” “progres-

Those Jews who are 
not accustomed to kosher food 
should be liberal enough to tol- 
erate a strictly kosher meal oc- 
casionally in order to avoid dis- 
tinctions between Jews and Jews 
at a Jewish function for the 
benefit of a Jewish cause. 

SELF-RESPECTING “kosher” 
Jews do not want to be singled 
out as “holier than thou” per- 
sons. All they want is that at 
least for those all-Jewish func- 
tions all Jews shall obey the 
Jewish dietary laws. 

I have seen even non-Jews 
apparently enjoying a strictly 
kosher meal. Has it become a 
“religious” requirement for Jews 
to rebel against kosher food?

You made a number of perti- 
nent ebservations on the subject 
of desegregation in the South 
as it relates to American Jews, 
and I am one of your readers 
who was very much interested 
te learn your views on the sub- 
ject, published in your issue of 
Sept. 19. 


At the same time, you gave 
no consideration to other opin- 
ions, some of which hold that 
Jewish leadership and Jewish 
central organizations did not use 
the best judgment in dealing with 
the problem and to an extent 
went out on a limb, bringing 
some confusion if not injury to 
American Jewry. 

Your reference to segregation 
or apartheid which affects the 
great population of South Africa 
was apropos, but even though 
you made reference to the South 
African Board of Jewish Depu- 
ties and their formal greeting to 
the new President Vorwoerd, 
you, to my regret, left out the 
most important element of the 
story. The Board of Deputies and 
the Jews of South Africa, gen-} 
erally, repeatedly made clear 
that they were assuming no col-| 
lective attitude with regard to 
this and other political issues, 
and that while individuals and 
separate congregations or societ- ; 
ies could express their views in 
any manner they chose, the Jew- | 
ish community as a whole re- 
mained neutral or uncommitted 
in relation to this question. 


The attitude in the United 
States was entirely different, 
and by going all-out for civic 
rights and complete and imme- 
diate integration they ignored 
conditions affecting the great 
population of the country and 
which conditions were to change 
and fluctuate in different ways

citizens of the country. There 
was also the belief that by pack- 
aging our ills with those of oth- 
ers, we are more quickly assured 
of a remedy. 

“As I have indicated before,
